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A RAILROAD COMMITTEE. 


A Legislative Committee Concludes Its La- 
bors and Adjourns. 
From the New Orleans Times-Democrat. 

BATON RovuGE, June 16.—The joint com- 
raittee on railroads, afier three weeks of labor, has 
concluded all business before it and have deter- 
mined to adjourn sine die. For the past three 
weeks the meetings of this committee have been 
very inharmonious, and attempts have frequently 
been made to break a quorum, but have as often 
proved a failure. 

On many occasions there has been but a bare 
quorem, but yet, nevertheless, those gentlemen 
labored energetically and earnestly, listening to 
and carefully considering each and every question 
brought before them. Representatives of the trunk 
lines cLieripg New Orleans, as well as representa- 
tives fom the commercial exchanges, were ac- 
corded hearings before the committee, 

A memtcr today said: “Before the session, and 
even Curing the first days of the session, on all 
sicGes Cries for arailroad commission were heard. 
The covernor in his message advised the creation 
ofa cemmission. The commercial 
came forward and openly asserted that the rail. 
roacs wore discriminating in freight rates to the 
detriment of New Orleans merchants. 

“Since then the representatives from the mer- 
cantile exchange have been up here and besought 
the committee not to be too hastyin passing auy 

*measure, contending that the creation of a com- 
Missicn would be detrimental to their interests at 
ihistime. They further asked that the legislature 
pass ro acts that would affect freight rates.’’ 

‘The committee today reported favorably on the 
Strickh’and billas amended, .cutting out forty odd 
sections. Also favorably on the stock killing bill. 
_ ‘The till introduced,by Mr. Randolph, pronnbit- 
iD State Olficials, members of the legislature and 
otber-frem accepting free railroad passes, which 
prov-ces & penalty against the official offering of 
the s:ime, was the last act passed upon by the joint 
cctimittec, By avote of 7 to” the committec de- 
cided (o report untavorably on this act. Mr. Ran- 
Co'ph will enceavor to pass this measure through 
toe gcneral assembly over the committee's report.

The Americus Recorder gives an account of 
the antual meeting of the stockholders of the 
Americus, Preston and Lumpkin railroad. An 
Orgal ization was effected by the clection of Hon. 
D, 3B. liarrell as chairman and W. I.. Glessner as 
secretary. After reports were read, President 
Haw kins ofered the following resolution: 

fesotved, That thecapital stock of the Americus, 
Preston and Lumpkin railroad company may be 
incicased from one hundred thousand dollars, as 
grants ad by the charter, to two hundred thousand 
GO0O..8's, 

Atter scme diseussion, the secretary was directed 


to cal. the list of stockholders, who in person or by 
ploxy voted upon the adoption ofthe resolution. 
i ting ihe progress of the vote, Mr.S. H. Hawkins, 


in behalfof Hawkins, Glover & Co., offered: 250 
votes. representing €25,000 of bonds, which had 
been eranted voting power by the board of direc- 
Objection was mace to the couuting of these 
votes, but the chair (Hon. Dupont Guerry havin 
been calica tothe chair by Mr. Harrell) decidec 
thatthey wereinorder. The vote as announced 
by the secretary stood: In favor of resolution, 534 
voies on stock and 250 votes on bonds—7S84. Op-. 
posed to resolution, 6a votes on stock. The resolu- 
tion baving received a two thirds vote of the entire 
amount of stock issued, was declared adopted. On 
motion, the meeting then proceeded to the election 
by ballot of a board oi directors to serve for the en- 
Suivg year. The ballots being counted it was an- 
pounced that 86544 votes had been cast for the fol- 
lowing named persons as directors: C. A. Hunt- 
ington.

MANCE JOLLY, 


The Exploits of a Daring Guerrilla who 
Operated in Georgia and Carolina. 


From the Athens, Ga., Banner. 
Many of our readers remember ‘‘Mance” 


_Jolly. who operated in South Carolina and 


Georgia soon after the war, and was a terror to 
those that wore the blue. Jolly had a terrible 
account to settle with the yankees, and he 
paid the debt with interest. Five of his 
brothers had been killed during the war, and 
he swore that he would kiil tive yankees for 
each one of his brothers that were slain. After 
atroce was declared between Jolly and the 
yankees, he went to Texas and married. His 
father in law gave him a plantation on the op- 
posite side of the river, and Jolly commenced 
building a house, and would swim his horse 
that he rede while on his many 
raids in Georgia over to where he was })xild- 
ing. He was returning to his father-iu-law’s 
for dinner, and while about midway the 
stream. “Dixie,” the name of Jolly’s horse, 
esve out and they went down together, to rise 
bho more. Jolly bas a relation now living in 
Aihens. who has given us some interesting ac- 
counts of his bair-bieadth escapes. 

Mance Jolly was a very restless fellow, and 
Ilis. relative 
Says he was in church with him once in Hart 
county, and ailat once Joliy became very ner- 
vous and walked oat of the ehurch, closely fol- 
lowed by his relation, who saw from Jolly’s ac- 
tion that somithivg was wrong. Glanucing 
thro: e\7 Tie woods he saw aregiment of negro 
Jolly 
saw tlat it was too late for him to get his 
horse. as the black troops were nearly to 
where the animal was. hitched, and they had 
begun firing at Jolly. He ran through the 
woods, the soldiers shooting at him all the 
tine. His mother was in the church and 
fainted when she h:ard the report of the guus. 
The soldiers, after capturing Jolly’s horse, left 
and Lad not been gone many minutes before 
Jolly bad called together a few of his follow- 
ers, who were desperate men, and followed 
after the soldiers. Jo!)y’s mother and the 
preacher all tried to stop him, but it was no 
use. His blood was up and he intended to pay 
them back forshooting at him and stealing his 
horse, They had a skirmish with the negro sol- 
diers and several of them bit the dust. Next 
morning Jolly rode into Anderson, 8. C., and 
informed the commanding officer that unless 
his horse was sent to his house the next day 
that he would kill him and fiveof his men. 
The officer knew the man he had to deal with 
and sent the horse to his house. Five thou- 
send dollars was offered for Jolly, and squids 
of cavalry were continually scouring the 
country, but they always came back minus 
one or two of their men, who were marked 
“killed” on the muster roll. The horse, 
“Dizie,” that he rode on all of his raids, was 
a thorcugkbred racer, and it was foolishness 
for any common steed to try and catch him. 
The horse was well trained, and Jolly could 
make him come by a shrill whistle. The 
horse would pot allow any one to approach 
him after dark except Jolly. if a stranger 
came near, he would get perfectly frantic and 
kick and bite as long as they were in reach. 
Mance Jolly has several relatives still living 
in Franklin and Elbert counties. His history 
was written and published in Harper's maga- 
zine, aud is said to be very thrilling and in- 


teresting. ‘

The audience was composed largely 
of ladies, and throughout the game the liveliest 
interest Was apparent. The Atlantas went to bat 
with Cline up as the first man. Knouff, who is 
said to be the best pitcher in the league, occupied 
the box, and as he sent the first ball across the 
plate the audience watched his movements 
Closely. Knouffis rather tal), is siender built and 
has fine control of the ball besides being swift. 
His manner of delivery is unlike any ever seen on 
the ground. Hestands with bis back to the bat- 
ter and faces the second base. In this position he 
makes ready to deliver, and then wheeling around 
likea flash sends the ball flying across the plate. 
His first ball yesterday was called a ball and six 
more followed giving Cline his first. This wasa 
surprise tothe audience. It was generally feared 
fhat he would prove too much for the Atlantas but 
when Cline was given his first hopes fora victory 
increasedtin the grand stand. When Cline went to 
the first Purcell walked up to the plate, and with 
tremendous force hit the first ball that Knouf sent 
in. The ball cnt its way through the air just over 
the third baseman’s head, and down through the 
left ficld tothe fence, The instant Purcell’s bat 
hit the ball Cline started for second at full gallop. 
The audience saw that the lick was good for three 
bags, maybe a home run, and set up a yell that put 
electricity into Purcell’s heels, He chased Cline 
arouud the diamond and crossed the home plat 
before the bal] reached theinfield. The lick was 
along, hard one, and convinced the audience that 
the Atlantas could hit Kneuff as well as any other 
pitcher.

Pres- 
ently he put one of the gloves on, and then the 
grand stand roared. Stricker laughed, and the 
Memphis players smiled. The glove acted likea 
charm, and when the game was over, Stricker was 
credited with four stolen bases, while Mappes had 
the same credit. 

Wells’s pitching was fine. It could not have 
been better.

John W. Beck, United States commissioner 
and stamp deputy at Rome, a., is im & peck 


of trouble. 
There isa warrant out for Beck charging 


him with making fraudulent returns and try- 


ing to defraud the government. 
The case against Beck is said to be a bad 


one. 

The office which Beck held at Rome did not 
pay but very little, and it was difficult to find 
aman willing to accept the place. When 
Collector Crenshaw went into office he found 
Beck at Rome, and as his record in the oftice 
was good, he made no attempt to remove him.

TO BE A SQUARE MAN, 
and though*he had a number of applications 
fer the position, he would not consent to 
Beck’s removal. The collector thought that 
in Beck be had found a prize, and determined 
to retain him.

When Beck sent in his stamp applications 
Collector Crenshaw noticed that thirteen of 
them were for the licenses to begin in June. 
The collector knew that several of the appli- 
cations were from gentlemen whom he knew 
were in business and whose license expire be- 
fore June. He could not understand the way 
things were ‘working, and immediately in- 
structed Deputy Collector Tatum, at Rome, to 
investigate and report. The deputy went to 
work and was not long in ascertaining

had been going on. He reported the facts to 
Collector Crenshaw. Yesterday the collector 
went before Commissioner Haight and swore 
outa warrant against Beck, charging him 
with making fraudulent reports and attempt- 
ing to swindle the government.

He thought he 
could come out straight by making crooked 
reports and allowing him a chance to catch 
up. 
Meck appeared to be in a great deal of trou- 
ble and did not want the case pushed, but 
Collector Crenshaw told him that he did not 
intend to allow such bisiness carried on while 


-he was at the head of the department, no 


matter if it was his very best friend. 

Beck is a man near seventy years of age, 
and as far asis known has always lead a sober 
and bonest life.
